A very enjoyable and instructive meet- 
ing of the Commercial Society was held 
last evening at the Union Cafeteria. 
There was a large attendance of mem- 
bers to hear Mr. Mac.\ T ab, Electrical 
Engineer of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, speak on the Organization oi a 
Railroad. He was given a very attentive 
hearing by those present and in a very 
clear and concise manner explained the 
mystery of how a large railway was 
run. 

The President of the Society, MacKin- 
non, opened the meeting whh a few in- 
troductory remarks. He announced that 
if it was the unanimous wish of the 
members, the Commercial Society would 
bold a dance this winter. Most of those 
present signified by a showing oif hands 
that they would support this. This m-.tter 
was left in the hands of the executive. 
Mr. MacNab was then called upon to 
speak. His talk was illustrated by a plan 
which was set up- on a stand. The main 
points of his discussion, which was 
based on the Canadian Pacific Railroad, 
were as follows: 

Organization is the keynote of any 
railroad. The past war showed the ne- 
cessity for organization. .Every officer 
and employee of a railroad must have 
definite and precise "duties to perform. 
He must also be responsible to one man 
only, responsibility to more than one 
party is not efficient. A good définition 
of a railroad is that a railroad is a 
company formed for the saie and man- 
ufacture of transportation. 

He referred throughout his lecture to 
two blueprint plans which illustrated 
clearly his lecture. The sources of man- 
agement of a railroad is as follows. The 
shareholders elect a board of directors. 
The directors elect, a 'president. Under 
the president arc a secretary and three 
vice-presidents. 

The secretary is in charge of shares, 
transfers etc and general secretarial 
work. The three vice-presidents have 
control of traiffic, operation and fin- 
ance respectively. . 

Each of these departments is divided 
into Eastern and Western divisions. In 
the Canadian Pacific system there is 
really two separate railroads, the west- 
ern lines and the eastern lines. ' 

The speaker laid stress on the neces- 
sity of team work in a railroad. The

Last Saturday morning at 8 a.m. the 
McGill Contingent of the C. O. T. C.

Cap- 
tain Leach joined the party later in the 
day; coming out in time tor some of 
the afternoon exercizes. 

LTpon arrival at the Boys' Farm and 
Training School the Contingent detrain- 
ed, and took up their quarters in the 
main building. Rifles, blankets, etc., 
were brought out by special transport 
and issued without delay. Then an early 
dinner was provided by the ever-effi- 
cient Mr. Hardy so that a quick start 
could be made. 

While the boys on the farm were hav- 
ing their dinner Captain Howard gave 
a short talk to the C. O. T. C. on ex- 
tended order work. It was decided to 
divide the hoys into sections, each to be 
under the command of an O. T. C. man 
The tactical scheme was a" simple on*j. 
Two Lewis' guns were to be hidden 
within set Boundaries and the C. O. T. 
C. and the boys were to locate and cap- 
ture their positions. Lt. Col. Thompson 
and Mr. Maudagc, Asst-supcrintendent 
of the farm, armed, with ritlci and 
"blank" represented the two Lewi*' 
guns. 

The attacking- force commanded by 
Captain Howard, after coming under 
artillery lire extended into "blobs. 1 
Scoute soon reported the approximate 
positions of the two Lewis' guns, which 
were captured by turning their flanks 

As trerc was still some time till supper 
an attack was staged against the Farm 
buildings, which the enemy were report- 
ed to be holding in force. Luckily, how- 
ever, no-enemy was found, much to the 
disappointment of the boys, who were 
by then thirsting for a hand-to-hand en 
counter. 

Supper over, most of the Contingent 
went in to sec the sights of Shawbridge 
village where entertainment of various 
kinds was found by officers and men 
All ranks returned to quarters weary 
but well satisfied with the day's work.

There is hardly a college student who docs not, at some time 
lor other recall the graduating address delivered to his high school 
I class. The scene appears in retrospect, to be a hot, squirmy one of 
j trying to appear, at ease upon an elevated platform with the faces of 
I proud mothers and fathers gazing rapturously upon the young 
hopefuls before them, and immediately in front the speaker of the 
I evening. 

One does not hear a great deal of a graduating address. It is 
I always the same thing. There arc the compliments upon the ap- 
pearance of the graduates, the talk of the hard road which has just 
been traversed, and the exhortations to remember that we arc living 
in an age of specialization and that to-day it is the college-bred man 
who will succeed in the world. 

Perhaps one does remember that last just for a bit and the next 
[fall enters college to receive the training for the life-work which is 
ahead of hm. And in-general, in direct ratio^o the, determination 
which the lad has to follow in some fixed line of endeavor are mea- 
sured the results which he will achieve. It is not to students of the 
I professional or vocational colleges that remarks such as these need 
jto be addressed, but to those who have come to the University, and 
I have enrolled in the literary college, simply to "get an education." 

It is all so easy to come to college with a fixed determination 
.to get all that there is out of it — sometimes that set purpose keeps 
i the newcomer in hand all through his freshman year.

His inter 
est centres upon endeavors outside of the immediate jurisdiction of 
is studies, he vacillates, and he is lost ; oh, not lost in the ordinary 
I sense of the word, but lost in that he has given up the opportunity 
I which his «graduation speaker pointed out to him— of becoming a 
I specialized, college-bred man, 

One hears so often from sophomores, juniors and even seniors 
, I'm sick of classes. I'm getting nothing out of them." And 
truth, they are not — simply because they are putting nothing iiito 
them. But there is a secret— the secret, if you will, of an enjoy- 
ment of every moment of college life, and that is the awakening of a 
specialized interest in some particular subject. There are some of 
us who are born with that interest. Perhaps it is the books which 
appeal to His, perhaps it is political economy — perhaps it is some en- 
tirely different subject — it makes no difference, but we feel a keen 
interest in what we are learning — we develop what is perhaps best 
described as a healthy intellectual curiosity and our research carries 
I us far beyond- the scope of the ordinary classroom assignments to 
find out things for ourselves.

Win slow, who began a hot 
pursuit when the lime came. Scouts were 
thrown out in front to locate the cn- 
emys' successive positions, from which 
be was regularly driven by the great el 
forts of the advancing force. 

Finally the rear-guard, overcome by 
c'atigue, took up a strong position where 
they fought to the last against the su- 
perior numbers of the C. O. T. C. A 
smoke and a general discussion follow- 
ed. 

The afternoon "show" was perhaps 
the most interesting and difficult of the 
two days' work. A farm house and 
buildings, located on a plateau, were 
held by the O.C., Captain Leach, Mr. 
Owen Dawson, and Mr. Maudago. arm- 
ed with rifles and "blank" in place oi 
Lewis guns. The attacking troops com- 
posed of the C. O. T. C. re-enforced by 
over a hundred boys, was under Lieut. 
Wcldon.

Taken as a whole the entertainmen 
provided by the Capitol this week 
quite reaches the usual excellent stan 
lard set by that theatre. 

'The Call of the North" provides 
an excellent vehicle for Jack Holt, 
the debonair d'Artagan. who "rolls hi 
own" with such delightful precision 
His acting is good, but not brillian 
Helen Fcrgucson, who plays the par 
of the heroine, is true to type, but 
one sometimes wonders how she man 
aged to learn so little of the world 
n which she liivcd. 

The story deals wtih the day 
when the servants of the Hudson 
Bay Company were not troubled by 
being over scrupulous. The hero 
lives in the domains of the Company, 
trapping contrary to their rights, and 
hoping that he will some day meet 
the factor who caused his father's 
death. He is finally brought beiore 
the villainous factor for poaching, but' 
by falling in love with that gentle- 
man's daughter, who is virtue per- 
sonified, he avoids the disagreeable 
task of avenging his father. The fac- 
tor regrets his past misdemeanours, 
and the couple paddle off to civiliza- 
tion and happiness. 

The scene is laid in a most pic- 
turesque district and the life of the 
trapper is excellently portrayed. 

The other items on the programme 
are an amusing comedy, a film of 
ivcw events, and extracts from "Pag- 
liacci." The latter is especially well! 
done, and the trio of singers, toge- 
ther with the Capitol ballet, deserve 
great credit for their artistic render 
ing of the popular opera. 



(From a Prospector.) 
Chance, the mistress of the wan- 
derer, took me last winter froth Fort 
Yukon, A'iaska, to Tort Norman, N. 
W. T„ Canada, in search of fortune 
in the shape of oil. In September, 
1920, a big "gusher" of light oil oi 
exceedingly high quality was found 
on the bank of the Mackenzie River, 
58 miles below Fort Norman. That 
town stands on the high bank of the 
Uivcr whore the Mackenzie is joined 
by Great Bear River, which flows 
from Great Bear Lake. 90 miles 
away. Parallel to the Mackenzie 
stretch mountain ranges on each side, 
lose near oi no great height, but 
the main range oi the Rockies in full 
view, a hundred miiics away. Hear 
Mountain, three miles across Bear 
River and sloping right into the Mac- 
kenzie, is a line rock from which a 
magnificent vcw can be obtained. 
With this place as our goal, therefore, 
three of us started on January 6. of 
this year on an 1,100 mile walk, with 
a sled and team of dogs apiece. 

Up the Porcupine River we trav- 
elled for a month, going north-cast. 
On about February 1 we left the 
friendly smooth ice of the Porcupine 
and started across country. It had 
been bitterly cold for the past week, 
well below — 60 dag. all the time. 
Tracks of moose and caribou were 
everywhere, the country was iswarm 
ing with game, but in such cold wea 
thcr it is hopeless to hunt them, as 
sound travels easier on the coldest 
days and the sharp-cared moose 
would keep his distance from our be 
traying footfall. 

For four days we 'Struggled across 
the foothills of the mountains and 
reached a creek, the head of which 
lay up against the main divide. The 
now was deep; the inclines were 
tcep, our feet sore, our • knees ach- 
ing, our dogs tired, and we were a M 
glad to meet an Indian, an old 
friend, who told us where to find a 
cache of moose meat which he had 
left. The cache was in the last tim- 
bor, where our final camping place 
would be before crossing the divide. 
We ilay up a day there and gave our 
dogs a big feed. Next day we cross- 
ed the divide. We had a 30-milc run 
between timber and timber which we 
had to make in the seven hours' day- 
light. The thermometer stood at 50 
dcg. helow zero, but the wind was 
not strong and luckily in our backs. 

In two days we were at Port Mac- 
phcrson, on. Peel River, a trading 
postruled and governed by Mr. John 
Firth, of the Hudson's Bay Company. 
Mr. Firth has been at Peel River for 
50 years, having gone there straight 
from his birthplace in the Orkneys 
He holds a gold medal for long and 
faithful service, and retired this year 
from the business, but continues to 
live at Macphcnson. 

We found great difficulty in getting 
what we wanted in the way of dog 
feed, but we got three nights' supply 
for a starter on a month's journey. 
We also were tofld of a lake, and how 
to get to it, where some Indians liad 
over a thousand green (fresh) white- 
fish. In three days we reached the 
place, a great lake, unmarked on any 
map, to the east of the Mackenzie. 
There we found a large family of 
Indians, and 50 fish, which were their 
sole diet. There was a Roman Catho 
lie priest at Arctic Bed .River, with 
10,000 dried fish in cache, but the 
truly Christian man failed to sec any 
•benefit • possibly coming to his bc- 
whiskercd self by helping unfortunate 
travellers. He flatly refused to left us 
have a single fish. 

Nevertheless, the Indian at the big 
lake, who could speak no word of 
English, gave us every fish he could 
spare, which left him very little in- 
deed. 

After that life was a nightmare. All 
day .lontr struggling over the rough 
ice, which is like great boulders of 
rock, of all dimensions, from 2 ft. to 
20 ft. thick, piled anyhow and cov- 
ered by a blanket of soft snow. 



Mackenzie River . is extremely short 
of dry (dead) wood, and sometimes 
we would walk a mile and mine back 
with only one stick. 

After three days our dog feed 
gave out, and next night we fed them 
on, our spare fur socks and the .cari- 
bou skins on which wc. slept. They 
were not very nourishing, but some- 
thing to go inside the poor brute- 
and stop the awful craving of hunger. 
We kept going on, wondering if we 
ever should "make it." or if we 
should have to kill our dogs, ilighten. 
our load.-., and haul the sleds our- 
selves. We found a little cabin on a 
high bare bank, nicely built, obvioti'S- 
the work of a white man. Wc 
broke the lock, and. joy of salvation, 
wc found two bales oi dried fish and 
sack of flour. That night wc re- 
joiced exceedingly. Wc had enough 
food and dog feed- to take us through 
to Fort Good Hope, on the Rabbit- 
Skin River. 

The journey from Good Hope to 
N'orman was more pleasant. Wc 
were needing our dogs on on tallow as 
wc could get no fish, but they held 
up, and wc had fairly good camping 
places. The few days' wind had 
hardened the snow in some parts, and I 
made travelling better. We pulled ' 
into Norman on March 15 at nearly 
midnight, and were made very wel- 
come by the trader for the Northern 
Trading Company, a rival concern of 
the Hudson Bay Company, and one 
supplying excellent material to the 
buyer. 

In the Bush. 

We spent the next three, months 
out in the bush, cutting out our claims, 
killing muskrats, and fish for our 
dogs, and making a map of the coun- 
try, hitherto absolutely unknown. 
When spring came unexpectedly ear- 
ly, with its millions of ducks and 
geese flying northward to nest, it 
caught us out in the bush, away from 
the river, without food or the pros- 
pects of getting any, and 60 odd 
miles from Norman. Wc- were con- 
tinually wet, from our soles to our 
waist, with the melting snow. Wc 
crossed the river at a place about six 
miles wide on the rotten ice. Con- 
tinually falling through and clamber- 
ing out again, it was not a pleasant 
crossing. 

It was then four days' dreary walk 
up the bank. Sometimes ploughing 
through deep melting snow, some- 
times wallowing in mud, sometimes 
the bank would be too steep, and we 
would take to the bush till the dense 
undergrowth of matted spruce and 
willow drove us out again. Some 
times we would take five hours to 
cover a mile. We finally got back 
to Norman, over-ate ourselves for 
two days, and then set to work to 
build a boat in which to go down 
river and out the same way as wc 
went in. On June 1 wc said good 
bye to Norman, and by July. 10 we 
were on the Vancouver steamer from 
Skaguay, Alaska, bound for Prince 
Rupert and Edmonton, where wc 
were to record our oil claims.
